Bot under all thefe Provocations, the King 
et Sweden ufed fo. much Moderation in his Vie 
Gory, that he concented himfelf with forcing 
his Enemy to a Difadvantageous Peace, by 
which the Swede ubtained great part of Sebo 
nen, a fhare inthe Toll of the Sound, and & 
gteat many confiderable Corceffions. 

Bat ‘as Princes are not always capable of 
bounding their Ambi:fon, ard the Dangers’ of 
excefs in Profperity are very great, the King 
of Sweden pretending, next Year, that the King 
ef Denmark was Arming againft him, but te- 
ally vex’d at Heart, that he had let his Ene- 
my flipnut of his Hands, when he mizht have 
made an Enrire -Conqueft of his Dominions ; 
breaks the Peace, purs to Sea with a great 
Fleet, Lands an Army in Seelsnd, and fits down 
again under the Walls of Copewbagew. 

“The Gallant Defence the King of Denmark 
made, how he would: not quit the City, as 
his Courcellors advis’d him, Set refolv'd to be 
hat. up witt: his Citizens's how he pitch'd his 
Royal Tent upon one of the Beftions of the 
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City, and neareft to the Danger; that, as be 
Said, he might cail to his Soldiers; Come to tbe 
breach, and not bid them Go. How he Challeng’d 
the King of Sweden to fight him,hand to hand 
& ce vey As ip Aa told pig’ Aa- 
wer, That Kings do not ufe to ‘ but is good 
Company. Thefe things I may aie the Rea- 
ders Diverfion, and to Invite them to read the 
Hiftories of thofe Times; but 1 omit Writing 
them at large, as Foreign to che prefent pur- 


Ce. 

But this part of the Point is to our Bufinef: 
The Dutch, who had immediately no con- 
cern in the Quarrel, but as they found the 
Ballance of Power in Danger to be broken, 
imivediately fitted out a Squadron of Men, of 
War to affrft the Dine, and I am not with- 
eat reafon if I fay, had it been the -other 
way, had the Dane been at that time Befieging 
Seackbolm, they would have done the fame for 
the Swede. aed 

They fir fentan Embafly, as we have now 
done, 10 the Swede, to let him know, they 
sould not be-eafy to fee him over-run the King 
of Denmirk, and propos’d very ‘good Conditi- 
ons of Peace to him; but he, blinded by his 
Profperity, and the hopes of a Crown to be 
added to-his own, pufh’d on the Siege with alf 
the fory imaginable, till he had extreamly ‘har= 
rafs‘d his Army, by the defperate Defence’ of 
the: King of Dewmark: at laft came the Dutch 
Fleet into the Baftick, they reBev'd ‘the City, 
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beat his Fleet before his Face, the Angry King &ed when he had the worft ead of the Staff, 


frecting and riding his Horfe into the Sea for 
eagerne(s. Thus they fore’d him toa Peace lefs 
Honourable than he made before: The Grief 
of which too much for bis great Spirit tobear , 
being ‘hrew him into a Fever, and broke 
bis Heart. , 

This is the Preogdent I would tay before 
the Confedérates od one hand, andhis Swedif 
Majefty on the other. 

It the King of Poland may not be brought by 

the Mediation of the Confederacy, of witich he 
js a Member, to make an Hanourable Satisfa- 
ion to the King, of Swede, fof the. unju® In- 
vation of Livonis, Re ought to ftand and tall by 
himfelf, for without doubt he was verymuch ia 
the wrong in that A@ion ; it was Circunftane’d 
with fome Varticulars which gives, jc a black 
Alpe& to the World; ‘the King of Sweden 
young, and bur juft ftepe up iato his Throne, 
a aterled » and having hardly time to Jook about 
bim, Invaded on one hand by 150000 Alufco- 
vites, and on the other hand by the Dane, fo 
that the King of Poland, in. reafon, could aos 
Gufpett the whole Power of Swedelaad fhould 
fall vpon him; thefe things, though .they 
might offer him great Advantages, ye with 
out Queftion, they made che thiag it {elf fo 
gouch the more difhonourable. 
He Invaded Lévonis, witkout Pretence, with- 
out Complaint of Grievance, or Demand of Sa- 
tisfadtion, without ground of Quarre] or Declas 
Fation of War 3 juit as the Dane did by Carolus 
Guftavus, in the : tory related. 

The Englifo and Dutch concern’d themfelves 
in the War between his Swedifb Majefly and the 
King of Dewmark; the Princes of the Houle of 


Lunenburgh fent an Army to prevent him im da 


the Invation of Holftein, and raife the Siege of 
Toningen, and the Confederate Fleet {pread 
themfelves in the Sound, joyn the Swedes Fleet, 
cover the King of Sweden in his Defcent on the 
Ifle of Seeland, where he prefeats the Capital 
City with an approaching Siege. 

When the King of Denmark was reduc’d to 
this Exigence, they take an equal care-of him 
too; che young, King, flufh’d with this Succefs, 
and eager to fly upon his Enemy, would fain 
have March’d to the Siege of Copenbagex ; No, 
Sir, fay the Confederates, our Bufinefs is to 
wake ao Honourable Peace between you, that 
aeither of you may be opprefs’d. 

Thus the Dane was firft reftrain’d, when he 
had the Advantage, and proteéted when he had 
the Difadvantage 5 the Swede was fir Prote-
